>Greetings. I have been monitoring this forum for a couple weeks now 
>trying to get some ideas on how to establish a wireless digital link 
>between two computers at 9600 bps or greater. One computer is a mobile 
>robot controller with an async RS-232 port, the other a PC, also with an 
>async RS-232 port. A range of 250+ feet, through walls, furniture, 
>people, etc., is needed. 

> 

>Packet radio type technology looks sort of like what I need (I have read 
>the FAQ). But, the equipment needs to be small, and low powered (in both 
>manners, x-mit and power consumed) . 


Steve, this subject comes up frequently. There are several options. 
You can use packet radio with commercial frequency radios, or 49 MHz 
Part 15 radios, and ordinary amateur TNCs. The Pac-Comm Micropower 
model would be a good choice. However, if you want true 9600+ baud 
throughput, a 9600 baud packet system won't deliver it. Due to the 
overhead, turnaround delays, retries, etc, your actual throughput 
may be no more than what you would expect from a 2400 baud phone 
modem. Of course the result will be error free, which is worth 
something in a mobile RF environment. 


Another choice you could make would be one of the wireless LAN 
products such as the NCR Wavelan product. It's range is modest, 
and it's cost is high, but it will deliver an effective throughput 
of 9600+. The drawback here is that you need a PC slot at each 
end, and it's not exactly low power. 


There is a third, and cheaper, alternative that most people seem 
to overlook. Simply use a cordless phone and an ordinary phone 
modem. You will need error detecting methods to deal with fades 
and noise (MNP or Xmodem type software), but it's standard off 
the shelf technology. The only hardware hacking you have to do 
is to tap into the cordless handset for the modem connection. 

A 2 wire to 4 wire converter is required. You simply force the 
modem into local online mode with the ATA command and you're 

in business.
